The  ability  which  escitee  wonder  lo 
thu  tnuaical  feet  is  more  than  riralcd  in 
the  ease  with  which  any  public  speaker  is 
reported  xrhwlie*  ot  UUrultm  for  the  mod 
cro  press.  If  Disraeli  and  Gladstone  draw 
awordf  oratorical,  every  flourish,  and  par¬ 
ry,  and  thniat,  end  return,  la  displayed 
the  next  morning  in  the  exact  word*  and 
(reahum*  of  grace  of  the  rvconUe,  How 
different  Were  the  days  when  Dr.  Samuel 
Johnson  *at  in  bis  private  room  writing 
out  from  the  rough  sketches  and  rerltal 
repin  t*  of  thorn  toko  hod  hoard  **  Parti  a 
uj ciitary  Report*,"  aud  putting  into  the 
mouth  of  sack  speaker  suuti  good  awuao 
and  grand  utterances  as  made  an  (initiated 
critic  declare  it  Iff  be  an  Augustine  age  ot 
Britieb  eloquence,  and  that  erery  speaker 
was  a  Ciocro.  "  r  -  -»■  . 

But  rtportort  who  can  areata  are  not 
always  to  be  had,  and  were  they,  we  prt- 
fer  that  a  Johnson  and  a  Dickens  shoold 
ascend  to  their  proper  work,  and  leave  the 
leak  of  photographing  public  debate  to 
the  dexterity  of  mannal  experts.  If  the 
..  orator  of  the  day  "  wants  favors  of  minds 
abler  ban  hie  own,  he  now  seeks  it  in  the 
preparation  of  hia  speech.  After  it*  utter¬ 
ance  it  ia  the  public  property,  with  no 
power  of  recall. 

Only  witltia  a  few  yean  has  this  art- 
been  perfucled  and  brouirht  under  service 
to  the  press  and  the  puolic.  With  its  aid 
bow  numerous  are  the  attendants  at  ‘‘Ply¬ 
mouth  Pulpit,”  and  ”  Bpnigeoa  *  Sermons" 
atop  not  at  the  Atlantic.  Had  we  a  fell 
phonographic  report,  whh  wbick  to  com¬ 
pare  the  meagre  unfinished  outlines  that 
alone  hare  come  down  to  ue  of  the  public 
addresses  of  Whitfield  and  tiuniiuerfletd, 
the  tune  of  the  eloquence  which  the 
father  neter  could  forget,  might  now  be 
something  more  than  a  tradition.  Of  Pat¬ 
rick  Henry,  it  iaasid  that  under  the  ioacin- 
ation  of  his  oratory  the  woutd-be  reports* 
threw  down  bit  pen  epell  bound  and  in  dw- 
spair-aad  so  the  world  lust  it  I  Passey 
Graham, or  Kilim  wood,  or  Parklioret.  to  now 
throw  down  the  pen  in  despair  at  any  burst 
of  eloquence,  human  or  angelic,  that  came 
to  tlin us  inarticulate  English  !

•■blanket  sheets  or  our  great  cities.  In 
ihr  speeches  thus  reported  of  those  identi¬ 
fied  with  every  gnat  movemeet  urprfefi 
pie.  can  fee  general  reader,  mooring  lor 
the  nonfee,  the  well  written,  pleasant,  but 
often  partial  or  partisan  tdUorutl  summary 
| pardon,  O  king  !]  find  information  seen 
rate  and  abundant  on  qneations  of  public 
interest.  And  there  will  the  future  bietoriau 
find  materials  for  the  study  of  events  in 
each  phase  of  their  intotleotuoi  develop¬ 
ment.  The  reporter  ia  the  *•  power  behind 
the  throne  "  to  whom  we  owe  thia  wealth. 

This  change,  while  it  widens  the  domain 
of  any  public  speaker  who  can  catch  the 
publie  eye,  lacrosses  hia  risks  as  it  en¬ 
larges  hia  power  Let  him  make  eapital

every  other  —linn  a*  ' he  country  wfll 
evi-r  after  qa ate  At*  word*  and  hold  him  ro- 
•  I" >n»itile  lor  them.  But  let  him  rite 
siHiVtt  class  interasta  or  partisan  trammels 
and  the  continent  welcome*  In  him  the 
man  of  Urnod  views  and  nation'll  sympa¬ 
thies.
